Bav Francisco, Jan. 8.— The attitndo 
of Oaptain Monger of the rerenue cutter 
Corwin toward the representatiTea ot the 
in«B8 and ptiblic in general, in without 

pi-emlent in this port. From tht- 
moment the Corwin arrived, thf men on 
board have lieon inaco ssililt! as if they 
W«re In midocean, save for the brief in- 
la ry lew that a reporter had with Captain 
Hunger Saturday^ erening, when the 
captain went ashore in hia gig to mail a 
packet of lettors. 

The captain saw fit to ro ashore with 
the letters himself rather tlian tnx.st a 
nieoBengur, who might ltd some iota of 
news dro]) iu cident, or otherwise un- 
der reportorml pressure. It wiia when on 
shoro this time for a verj- few minutes 
that the CorwiTi's captaiji tnlked witli a 
reiMirter, aii<l verifiea tlic correctness of 
the Auckl;uiclcalile'4ram to the Associate*! 
Prt hS. lie also stated that the Corwin 
left Honolulu Dec. 24. The rei)orter 
quotes Captain Mun^er as follows: 

"I can toll you ni> morti th.m came in 
that Auckland disp.itch. It is no jiieas- 
nre for me to holil news or infomiation 
from the people, Imt thi ll you must r*-- 
member that I ara powerless in the 
matter myself. Even if 1 know th'' con- 
tents of the secret dispatches, fis an otS- 
cer and gentleman, I could not reveal 
them without permis.sion. Here I am 
•within 2(1 minuU'fl of my home, and can 
not get away. It's no ph asure. I asMue 
you. But I will have to stay here lor 
thn>© or four davs or maylxi a week. " 

"When asketl directly whether any rev- 
olution hatl occurred at Honolulu, and 
whether the provisional government was 
still in power. Captain Mimger would 
only reiterate his statement that he could 
•ay no more than was contained in the 
Auckland dispatch. 

The cutter is still lyin^ about a mile 
from Etam Quentin penitentiary and over 
JO miles from this city. So far as get- 
ting any news from her, she might as 
weD \3$ bi Behring sea. No one is al- 
krtMA on board, and not one of her crew 
has been allowed over the side of the 

Since her arrival, the cutter has been 
besleKed by reporters in Whitehall boats, 
bat aU along the approach of a small 
boat haa been the signal for one of the 
cnttei^a offioen to appear on deck, when 
sailon would be oraered from the rail 
and oaationed to maintain silence. Once 
officers were caught unawares and a sea- 
man started to talk. A rSpoHeir aaked 
him the latest news troih Bbmbluln. 
"Hell's a poppin' down there," was the 
decidedly expressive reply of the sfiilor, 
but he wa.s allowed to say no more, for 
an officer appeared and ordered him be- 
low. 

Just what this strange silenoe means, 

no one here seems to comprehend. Peo- 

Rhere generally believe that there have 
n stirring times in Honolulu. The 
nnheanl of secrecy on board the Corwin, 
despite the eagerness of the sailors to 
talk, would seem to indicate that the 
Bailors have an interesting story to tell, 
if the men were only allowed a ghost of 
a chance to ventilate their information.

NO NEWS FROM WASHINGTON. 

Ctovenunent OfflolaU win Hare Nothing 
t* Sajr om Mm Hawaiian Qaaatlon. 

WigBjUcnoK, Jan. 8.— There is a feel- 
ing of much ezpeotanoy on the Ha- 
waiian question, and congressmen fa- 
miliar with the subject say they woiilil 
not 1)0 suri»ris<Ml if Pre^ident Clevi limd 
sent another Hawaiian nJe^;saKe to con- 
gre.-<8 today. Should tht) president a<lopt 
this course con^'ress and public will «>i-ei\ e 
official infonnation within a few hours 
lUiead of the anival of steamers at Sao 
EnsacmM ami Vancouver, bringing fall 
ttdSrmation of Minister Willis' moves. 

A steamer left Honolulu on Jau. 1 for 
Vancouver, and allowing eight days for 
her voyage, she will be in on Tmsday. 
The City of Peking also left Honoliihi 
on Jan. 2 for San Francteco, and al- 
thou^ she sailed later her trip is shorter, 
and she will also be due by Tuesday. 

The information brought bj' the reve- 
nue ciitter Corwin can not, then ton-. Ih) 
kept a secret much longer, as thi' two 
steamers will bring all except the purely 
ofBcial information. It M tiiiii iteson 
that members of congress are counting 
on another Hawaiian messaxe today, w* 
they say the president and Secretary 
Qveaham will probably prefer to advise 
nmiffrsM and the public as to the situa- 
tion rather than have the news made 
pttblic through the incoming st«amera. 

Whan Secretary Ghresham was seen he 
stated that there was absolutely nothing 
to be given oot on the Hawaiian ques- 
tion, and that there would not bo until 
the arrival of the mail advices. It is

The unprecedented acwm <n the Cor- 
win'a officers, however, mi|dkt indicate 
li»taftrthof tha •toi7,ftir it k oartain 
wey are concealing some important fact 
from the public, and it may be that the 
minister to Hawaii ia hidden in her 
cabin. 

When the Corwin steamed in through 
thfe Qolden Gate her commander refused 
to receive even ^cers of the revenue 
patrol steamer Hartley, telling them 
they were not w.mted. The cutt- r then 
steamed south, apxiroaching tlm southern 
shore and at a ptjint oft Harlxir \'iew, a 
'imall boat was lowered and one man 

nt ashore. This indivi(hial wa« never 
ssea by any c|f the newspaper men, nor 
was he recofidsed by anjnone else. 

It was supposed, however, that the 
man pat ashore was an officer of the ont- 
tar entrusted with dispatches for Wash 
ington authorities. So far as known the 
man never returned to the Corwin. As 
soon as the cutter's small boat r turned 
from shore, the Corwin steamed directly 
across the channel toHausalito and thence 
to San <^>ucntiii, wliore shi> now lies. No 
OT)e T-lsc h/i.s iei t her m> far ;is kuosvn. If 
Minister Willis whs the man put ashore, 
careful search has failed to bring his 
wherealiouts to li;;ht. 

It is almost a fiire;^oiie conchis'oii, 
however, that Minister Willis would . -i 
sail from Honolulu and leave M;s. 
Willis l)ehin<l. That she has not lan(U><l 
here is almo.st lieyoiKl douht. Not is it 
believed tliat any woman is (in board tiie 
Corwin, else a glimpse of lur would 
have liecn had hy the juMuy n porti-is 
who ha\i' clos' ly w.-ilcln il the cult v 
since her appearance in the huibor.

TRAIN HELD UP. 

ThM« Men Attempt to Rob aTlMiBBBt 

Are .Scared Aukt. 

New Orleans, Jan. 8.— The Mississip- 
pi Valley passenger train that arrived 
here at 8.-06, Sunday morning, was held 

up at the croesing of the Vicksburg and 
Meridian railroad, just south of Vicks- 
burg, at 1 :0.5 a. m. The trafu was stop- 
ping at the railroad crossing, waiting for 
the Vicksburg and Jleridian train to pa*:« 
when it was boarded by two matdced 
men. A tiurd man waa standiag guard 

on the track. 

Conductor Morris, in an interview, 
gave the follo\ving account of what ha[)- 
pened on the tram: 

"We wero just a few minutes out from 
the Vickslinr^' station, and had re.iched 
the Alabama and X'icksburg road's cross- 
ing in the suburbs of the city. Thetrain 
always stojis at this point and the en- 
gineer waits for someone to come and 
flag tlie trjiin. 1 w^w in tlie si con<l cir 
of th»' train. It is dividiMl into two com- 
jiai tnientei. tiic [lart in front of the jiarti- 
tion beini,' a [las^i n;,'er c(>uip:irtnient and 
the reiu end the bagLjageriMini. 1 Wiis 
standing in the fnmt part of this rear 
com]>artment with Mr. poisey, the butf- 
gagemaster, when I heard a maayefl: 

'Hold up your hands.' 

"I looKwl through the d(x-r iuid saw 
two men, both masked, marching the 
port<!r down the aisle towards us. ( )n(! 
fellow was a big man, weighuig, I jud;? ', 
al.oiii Mill pounds. He kept us coven-d 
w hile his partner, a small, nervous trl- 
low, went tbtxmgh our pockets. The 
little man was evidently new at the bu.^i- 
ness. Dorsey was searched first. He 
had no gun and nothing wm taken from 
him. Then they turned their attention to 
me. I had no weapon. He left a |10 
bill in my vest po(;kot and other little 
articles which I had in other pock' ts. 
They, then marched me to the expret-.scar 
and ordered me to open the door. I told 
them the door was bolted. 'Then kick it 
in,' said the big mtm, and I kicked. I 
was still kicking on tha dpor when the 
porter, finding himself nnocnreied by the 
men's guns, waped from the train and 
ruahad to the rear. The two men jnmned 
out mA a moment later disappearsa in 
thedaitaesB. 

'vnat as the men got off the train, the 
ezpi'sss messenger opened the ezpresKar. 
Ta» lobbera avMently became fnghtened 
when they saw the porter jump off and 
nm to the rear. All thetuiie we were 
l)eing searched, the engineer kept blow- 
ing his whistle for someone to come and 
flag the Alabama and Vioksborg cross- 
ing. It is the porter's business to do 
thu. Thf MteMT said we were atopped 
eight minvNeM the crossing. When 
the robbers upeap^. I tus looking over 
a circular ana- whenl nara tte oraer to 
kMKtipmy hands, Ithonriit it was 
poailDly a joke of sdiie fttUowl about the 
roundhouse nearby and did not hold up 
both my hands at once, bat held up one, 
the other hanging down with the cir- 
cular in it. 1 received a reminder that 
Ixith hautlri must go up in a voice that 
meant buainees. I obeyed. The men 
held pistols to our heads all the time."

W.\snTyOTO\, Jan. 8. The tariff bill 
will o<-cupy the entire attention of the 
house during the coming week, or, if 
not. the bill itself, then the row over the 
attempt to get it before the hooite. After 
four days of fruitless efforts to leoare 
the pre8<'nce of a voting Democratic 
quorum, the house adopted just iM-foii- 
adjourninciit Saturday jii^ht the ex- 
treme expi iii< lit of ordering the arrest of 
of all members absent without leave. 
Deputies were aent out in all directions 
to serve the warrants on these members. 
Of the 40 members absent without leave, 
21 are Dei.'iocrats and 19 Republicans. 

As some of them live at long distances 
th« y can hardly get here tinlay and a 
(piorutn is therefore doubtful, althou;,'h 
the Denux ratic leaders ex])n's8 their < on- 
lident hojH' iliat 179 votin;,' D'^moerats 
will be in their seats wlu-n the jravi l 
drops at ..oon. From the Rciaiblican 
ab.st'ut'cs. ot course, no aiil i.s e.\|.i-cted. 
They can be brought here uiuier duress, 
but they can't 1h' made to vote. Tli.s 
njjplies to some of thtt Deinocr.its a.« wrll 

a. s Ke;,uhiicans. and if the op;MJsitio'i 
within the ranks of the Denioi rali.' 
nn. ioi itycan be r)rgani;:ed. as some of 
them (ii .sire, enough Democratic mein- 
Im i-s nii-lit refr:»iii from votini^ to jiie- 
vent the consideration of th.- bill in i;s 
present stia|ie. 

Privately some of the Democrats do 
not hesitate to admit the j^ravily of th • 
situation. Th" ]>ossibii;iy Uf defeat Imlt 
the consideration of the bill strikes tenor 
into thi-ir hearts, a.i'l some of them, h.;e 
Colonel ();itrs ol v i.i una, oiK iily .idvo- 
cat*' a resort to llie pai lianii jitary e-xjitv 
dient U' ili/.ed by tho I'll'ty-lirst confrr -s 
of couiitin;; a <iuoiuiii.

If it cannot bo obtaine<l then another 
Democratic caucus will be called. This 
is in 1 el what those who are dld- 
Hati-,ii d with the bill are aiming at. 
They declare that ati 8(X)n aa they can 
demonstrate that not a sufficient mnnber 
of Democ rats will vote to consider the 
bill the leaders will l>e obliged to submit 
to materijd modifications which the dis- 
gruntled members will propose. Some 
of the c.-'iitom Democrats who are fight- 
ing the income tax proposition are will- 
ing to go to almost any length^ to almin- 
ate this feature of the bill. 

Altogether the prospects are good fbr a 
very intoresting co^iMiest in tlie house dur- 
ing the coming WMK Of course, if the 
quorum is secured today or tomorrow, 
the special order will be passed, modi- 
fied nrobably to recompense the ho : e 
for the two days lost since the order wm 
reported, by lengthening the time of tho 
debate to that extent. Once the debate 
Ls under way it will proceed to the ex- 
clusion of everything else. 

Mr. Tarsnoy of Missouri, member of 
the ways and means committee, said to 
an Assticiated Press reporter last ni;,'ht 
tliat if a voting qnortim was not 8e( ured 
by Tuesday he would favor thi ado],! ion 
of a rule empowering the sin ak- r to 
count members to make a quorum. WO 
must me^-t revolution with revolution, " 
said he. ' If the Democratic memU i-s 
are (iriv< n to this resort, it is l)elicved 
that tho Keiiublicans, for self-\ indica- 
tion, would lie compell(»<l to supjiortit. 
The coinmittee work of the houst; is noi 
fairly uiult r way, as the ojx'ning snai 1 
over the tariff li;ui required all the att n- 
tion of the Democratic leaders of the 

house, who constitute the ohaiiman of 

the leading coniniitte»'S. 

C)uly two reports have been jiresented 
since the session oiMJUed, one Irom the 
judiciary committee on Mr. Biuley's 
hankruiitcy bill, .and another from the 
committee on hanking and currency on 
the bill ot Mr. lirawley of S<!uth Caro- 
lina, to remit the lU jier cent t.i.v collc' :i- 
ble in till! i leaiii gtiouse certificates ;iiiii 
other forms of [n n ate currency iHsiie<l 
during the money famine liwt fall. Hut 
with the prospect that the house will be 
engaxed with tho routine and the Ion;; 
Hix'ec!i(« of the tariff during the coming 
week, the eouiniittee chaiiinen are ex- 
l);ctiiig t*i Ret their associates togetner 
imd accomplish considprahlc work. 

It is pnjbablo that the important bill 
repeahng the 10 per cent tax on state 
bulk issues will Ije reported from tlie 
committee on banking and onrrt ncy at 
an early day, and perhaiis during the 
coming week. There is a wide di(l'( r- 
ence of opinion amon^ the Democratic 
members of the committee as to prim i 
pie and details of such a luetisure, and as 
these differences can not well bo recon- 
ciled, the general desiie in the counnit- 
tee is to report a bU) simply repealuig 
the tax and tusn let tiM hooaa daoide all 
differences. 

The bill of Mr. Co.t of Tennessee, 
which is a brief repeal of the state bank 
tax, without any effort at regulating fu- 
ture state bank'ianMB, was under consid- 
eraition stf - tiai! Uiit meeting of the com- 
mittee. To lam aitont it U bidding for 
favor against th« Ull of MJ(, Sm-inger, 
chairman of the committee, wmch re- 
movea (he tax on certain kinds of state 
bank issaes, secured by govemment, 
state or mmddpal bonds. SCr. Springer 
thinks the bills do not oonffiot. and might 
both be reported. It is probable, how- 
ever, that the simple rnteal bill will first 
be reported, and that the Springer bill 
will be taken up by the oommittee later. 

The ways and means oommittee have 
two important tasks before them, one of 
the fin«kl s«»tt)em«it<^.th» terms oC the 



internal revenue Drancb of the tariflT bill, 
ami the other the authorization of bcmds 
to n»eet the pressing treasury deficit. 
Mr. Wilson says the bond question will 
have to wait until the tariff is ont of the 
way. There is little doubt, however, 
that a bond proposition will emanate 
from the committee, at an early day, as 
a majority of the Demoonrtio members 
of the committee, are known to be ready 
to adopt a measure on the Unas suggestsd 
by 8e<a«taiy Carlisle in Idsreoeut report. 

On the otiier hand there is an ener- 
getic minority among the Deraocraric 
membership of the oommittee which 
does noi believe in a bond issue. Mr. 
Bryan bSlieves in coining the seigniorage 
now m tiie treasury and Mr. Whiting 
would either coin the seigniorage or else 
rf^sert to another issue of notes, some- 
thing likt3 the old greenbacks, to the e» 
fent of f 100,OnO,n(jO. and make the.se notes 
Jiayalile in coin. These minority news 
are not likely to receive mueli considera- 
tion, however, when the adminiHtration 
w.ints bonils and a majority of the Dem- 
ocrats on tlie eommittei! are favorable to 
the lK)nd project. 

The internal revenue features of tho 
tariff bill will 1k> pius,sed on by the ways 
and means committ.'e within a day or 
two, UM Messi-s. McMillin and Hryan 
have alKHit completed tlie draft which is 
to b'^ submitti'd to the full Deinoer.ilie 
meinl ershij) of the committee and then 
to the full coininittee.

It also reniiUns to be settled whether 
the internal revenue fe.iture sli.ill be in- 
trodui'ed as a ji.irt of the tatilf bill, now 
Iw'fore the hou.-.e. or as an iiidt pendent 
inea.sure. This jioint m iy cau>e much 
trouble, as there is a vi i v letrrmined op- 
ixisitioii. within and wiil'out the C(im- 
mittee to making the internal revenue 
feature, inelndintf the income tax. an 
amendment to th" general t.irilf bill aad 
rushing it through with the prestige 
whi.'h would aMiibtotiMtatiClbnnch 

of the bill. 

The appropriation committee is making 
good pr<)gres.s on tlu' large appropriation 
bills before it, but there is no pros]) -el of 
an immtsliate report on any of them. 
The committee on rivers and h.irbors will 
have daily ses-sions during the week to 
bring forward the completion of their 
bill. The military committee is f drl 
well along on the appropriation bill lor 
the United States military academy. The 
other com.uitteee will do much during 
tlio coming week in formulating thek 
work for the session. 

The principal item of the senate pn >- 
gram for the week has been agreed upon. 
It is to be the c<>n.sidc'rationof the federal 
elections bill, which is to be taken up 
after the conclusion of the morning bnsi- 
ness on Tuesday. TUa program uke all 
other prean angements in the senate, ia 
subject to a change, but it is believed 
that it will be praotioaUy obaervedin 
this instance, except in one contiu- 



It is hardy possible that the affairs of 
Hawaii may again demand tha attention 
of the senate to the axdnsion oHBl other 
subjects for at least a portion of the 
week. If the government should fail to 
give ezpUdt doidal to tiie report that 
jMr. Wulis has asked the Dole govern- 
ment to retire in the interest of the 
queen, there are sure to be a number of 
resolutions of inquiry introduced, and 
several very ix)inted speeches may be ex- 
pected. 

There will in any event be some dis- 
cussion of Hawaiian affairs over Senator 
Hoar's resolution inquiring into the ex- 
jM uses aiivl salary of Mr. Dhnint while 
on his sjiecial mibsion, and there is a pos- 
sibility that the Fiye resolution, declar- 
in;^ that until the congressional imjuiry 
is (ompleted this govemment should 
sus;.>emt all effort at interference in the 
affaira of that country, may be called 
from the table. The whole matter de- 
pends very largely uiion the color of flu 
news from the racdfic and the attitudi 
assumed b}' the .•iilniini-~f ration. If it 
should iM'coine apiiarent that the Auek 
land rejiort was not authentic, the senate 
Would be disi>osed to let the subject 
alone until the committ.-e on forei ^ii re- 
lations can conclude its investigations. 

If the fe<leral electiuns bill be allowed 
to hold its place on the I'aleiidar iuid to 
be taken up it will doubtless ^'ive rise to 
wmie partisan sp(.'t'ches on both sides of 
the cnamlKT. While it would seem 
probable th.it there will be almost, if not 
<iuile, a solid party vote against the re- 
]ieal of the v.xisiinj; laws, there area 
great many ii< publicans too indifferent 
to the <|nestion to exert themselves to the 
extent of m.ikiiit^ sj)ee(.-|ies aicai'ist it. 
The opiHjsitiun will bo leil by the .N'ew 
Kngland si natois, aisl in this St nators 
Hoar, Frye and Chan il r are expi et> d 
to take hMtlin;; jiarts. There will proi>- 
ably also be siH'edies from other Keiiul>- 
lican senators *u the del)ate. 

While it is Hot l»elie\ed that there will 
be any factious opiH)sition, or any #fort 
at delay mei ely fur the sake of delay, the 
bill may drag on for several days 
or even for two or three weeks, one or 
t\^o siM'eches being made on a day and 
then se\ eral days skipix d. It is not sui>- 
jiosed that there will be a i>ersisteut ef- 
fort to jiut it thnaigh to the exclusion of 
everything else, ati tliere wiw in tho case 
of the silver re()« al bill. The probabili- 
ties are that it vvill be interlarded vrith 
much other business on the parlof the 
senate, and an early adjotimmtat Atiie 
end of the week over Sunday.

THI OYSTER'S ENgMV. 



Borer Pest Um Vluyd Haroe With 
the ItivslTea Thia Seaaon. 

Tho "borer," a pest about the size of a 
small strawberry, is working great Iiavoc 
among tho oyster beds in Delaware bay 
and tributary streams. Captain Moses 
Veale of the eyst«r Bchscnor White Lily 
Hays that the defltrucfive prnvers of the 
1)(irer have been known to oystermen 
iiidy a few years. He had followed oys- 
ter digging nearly 86 years, and the first 
borer he sow was about 10 years ago, but 
their ravages in the oyster beds were 
comparatively unnoticed tmtil last year. 

Captain Veale said that "last year the 
number of dead oysters with holes made 
by borers in the shell became so great 
that oystermen were alarmed. This 
year tho work of the borers has become 
a grave matter, and if it continues many 
bays will become depopulated of oysters. 
From one bfil we dredged on this trip we 
got 1,200 ba.sket3 of oysters, but out of 
those only 800 were good, tho dead oys- 
ters having been killed by borers. A 
peculiar thing about the ravages of the 
borers is tlieir apparent selection of the 
best oyster beds. We have found this 
• be true several times this season. We 
have found a bed-of small oyst( rt( almo.st 
ttiitirely free from borers. This bed will 
be separated from another bed of larger 
oysters by 200 feet, but this latter will 
be so badly affected by the oreatnrss that 
it will hardly pay to work it. 

"From what I can li-arn from oyster 
men tho destruction wrought by borers 
is more bevere in Delaware bay than in 
other places. 

The work of the borer this year 
makes a double misfortune, for the oya 
ter beds were badly damaged by the big 
storm in August and September. Very 
few people who are not in the oyster 
droil tfiug business know nuy thing of the 
metliods of the borer. When I first took 
notice of its work, I secured several oys- 
ters just after the borer liad fastened It- 
hdt to the shell. When the borer fas- 
tons itself, it holds on like a leech, and it 
is with difticnhy that it can be removed 
with the fingers. 

"Sometimes the borer fastens itself to 
the oyster shell near tho edge, and then 
the oystor Is not killed. When the hole 
of the borer is made near the center of 
the shell, tho oyster is attacked in its vital 
parts and dies in three or four days after 
the hole is first made." 

Some of the bed owners near Maurice 
river have lost large sums of money this 
year on account of the borer. Thomas 
Mtinsey, who has a number of large beds, 
it is saia, will lose |10,000. Several other 
men have lost nearly as much through 
this unlocked for calamity, and a num- 
ber of men have lost in the neighborhood 
of |8,000 or |8,000. All oystermen say 
there can be no way of taking away tlu) 
borer without destroying the oyster beds.

The Last Legislature Passed an Act 
Regulating tlie Rati. 



FenaltiesProTided Against Directors 
Mid Other Officers and Gate- 
Keepm. 



[The folloivinff article appeared In the 

Bi'Li.RTiN a few weeks ago, and It la agaltt 
published, by request.] 

It Is not generalljr known that the last 
Legislivtnro passed an act regxilatlng the 
rates of toll on all turnpikes, but such is 
a fact And the act provides rather 
heavy penaltlM for any Tiolation of ita 
provisions. 

The act says "these rates are for gates 
standinft five miles apart, and in that 
proportion for a less distance, but when 
there is a fraction of a road of a mile or 
more, less than five miles, toll may be 
chanted at the gate next thereto for the 
traction in the proportion that Itl length 

bears to five miles."

When less rates than the above are 
charged the reduction shall be made 
equal upon all rates. 

The act also specifies that when any 
part of a turnpike or gravel road is within 
tlu! corponitc limits <<l any citj' or town 
and is kept in repair by such city or town, 
then no toll shall be charged for travel 
thorooii. 

No corporation shall cliarxe, exact or 
receive any toll greater than or in excess 
of the tollH authorized to be charged by 
its charter when the tolls authorized to 
be charged by snch charter are less or 
lower than those prescribed by this act. 

The managers of any road in which the 
State (or county) has an interest shall 
permit Ministers of the Gospel to travel 
on the road without paying toll when on 
Ministerial duty, and shall charge no toll 
against scholars going to or from school, 
or persons who are going to or Mm their 
accustomed places of worship, ur funeral 
processions going to or from place of 
burial. Bot if any other person than 
loholan going to or from ichool, and the 
driver, shall occapy a vehicto, full toll 
shall be charged. 

Tf the President and Directors of any 
turnpike company shall fail or refuse to 
perform the duties required by this law, 
they shall be fined in a sum not less than 
$100 each, and made jointly and severally 
liable therefor, recoverable by indictment, 
for the use of the Commonwealth. 

Jf any tollgate keeper of any turnpike or 
gravel road cliarge a greater rate of toll tfuin 
thai fixed and pretcribed by this law he thall 
be fined $10 /or micA offeme.; and if the cor- 
paratt' nuthorilifH or invnrrs of anij mich r<iiid 
auUiorize a greater rate, they thaU be fined $50 
for emy «xcetiHiie tharge made by their au- 
thority. 

To secure the enforcement of this law, 
the first step is to go before the nearest 
Magistrate and swear out a warrant 
■gidnat the gate-keeper if he charges 
more than tiio rules named. 

All laws or parts of laws in conflict 
with the act repealed.

A Strange Story Told by a Oirl Who

He ab- 
ducted her in a cab one night in Decem- 
ber and dingged her. Evans brought her 
to Malvern, Ark., twenty miles from Hot 
Springs, and drove her to a lonely cabin, 
where she was locked in a room and held 
captive, being guarded by a colored 
woman. Evans visited her every night 
and she was made hia slave. The old 
colore<l woman handed her bread and 
tea through the door, but always kept it 
locked. 

"pA-ans told her he loved her madly 
and as she refused to marry him in New 
York, he made up his mind to have her 

anjrway. Day after <lay she sat in tliat 
lonely room, with nobody to talk to ex- 
cept the old colored woman. She cried 
nearly all the time, but was told she had 
to stay there all winter. There was no 
way of escape unless the colored woman 
happened to leave the door open some 
time, and Wednesday night this is what 
she did after handing in thejrirl's supper. 

"Anita observed her carlefisuess, and 
after a few minutes softly opened it and 
ran. The colored woman was drunk in 
a chair. Anita left the house, and had 
walked two days and nighta in the 
mountains when found. The pf)lice were 
not notitied at the girl's urgent request, 
to avoid publicity, and the Texans 
bought her a ticket to St. Loola, wbWO 
she said hIic luni friends."

They Make an UnsucceBsful Attempt 
OB tho 0. and O.'a Faat Express 



A special i roin Pbrtemouth .«ays an un- 
successful attempt was made one night 
last week to wreck the C. and ( >.'h fa»<t ex- 
press a mile west of South Portt^moutlt.
